The announcement was 
made Wednesday afternoon by 
Premier Bennett, who termed 
it-the first move to fulfil the 
throne speech promise of 
“direct action” to protect 
B.C.’s environment, and Re¬ 
sources Minister Ray WiHis- 
ton, the government’s chief 
spokesman on pollution 
matters. 

Mr. Bennett said the money 
prize was being offered to 
provide a real incentive for 
the world’s best brains in 
science and technology to 
apply themselves to the solu- 


However, no nation has 
come up with a real solution 
to the problem of pulp mill 
odor. The minister said the 
Japanese have made progress 
through "good housekeeping” 
and the latest of their tech¬ 
nology has been installed in 
the new mill at Skookum- 
chuck, in the Kootenays. 


B.C. is moving to the first 
rank of kraft pulp producers 
in the world, said Mr Willis- 
ton, and this is creating 
increasing problems of air 
pollution. He said permits 
granted to Interior mills (and

Cleanup Needed 


AT TIMES in the past I have been in 
rather violent disagreement with Dr. Ben¬ 
jamin Spock, the noted child-rearer. Now I 
find myself championing the same Dr. 
Spock's recently published views on what he 
terms shocking movies, literature and art. 

Dr. Spock, a libertarian of the first water, 
feels the shock and revulsion has gone 
beyond acceptable bounds. 

"For decades I was an uncompromising 
civil libertarian and scorned the hypocrisy 
usually involved in the enforcement of 
obscenity laws,'* he says. “But recent trends 
in movies, literature and art toward what I 
think of as shock obscenity and the courts* 
acceptance of it, have made me change my 
position — particularly in view of other 
brutalizing trends.” 

This turnabout must have come as 
somewhat of a blow to those purveyors of 
gutter drivel who felt the good doctor was 
four square behind their pornographic smut. 
Dr. Spock made one other statement 
regarding the situation. 

★ ★ ★ 

“I WOULD now join a majority, if such 
developed, in favor of new laws that would 
determine guilt simply on the sense of shock 
and revulsion." 

Here in British Columbia the little black 
cat appears with monotonous regularity in 
theatre advertising and quite frankly many of 
the films fall into the classification described 
by Dr. Spock. 

Few use nudity, sadism, vulgarity to 
actually weave the thread of the story, but 
rather as a shock adjunct Seems to me, for 
instance, that the act of copulation need not 
be spelled out in widp screen panacolor. A 
good director can convey the meaning 
without resorting to all the intimate details. 

Dr. Spock says he would back new 
legislation. Here In British Columbia we do 
not need new legislation. We merely need 
someone up there in government hierarchy to 
implement what we already have. 

The Moving Pictures Act of the Provincial 


statutes, chapter 254, part one, section seven, 
puts it this way:

"AH, FILMS or slides, intended to be ! 
used in connection with any cinematograph, 1 
shall, before being exhibited for public 
entertainment, be inspected by the censor 
who shall examine and pass on its fitness for 
public exhibition of all such films and slides, 
with a view to the prevention of scenes of an 
immoral or obscene nature. 

“The representation of crime or pictures. 
reproducing any brutalizing spectacle, or 
indecency, or the infidelity or unfaithfulness 
of husband or wife, or any other such pictures 
which he may consider injurious to moral* or 
against the public welfare or which may offer 
evil suggestions to the minds of children, or 
which may be likely to offend the public. ”

LET’S be honest about it, some of the 
clauses are old hat and could be scrapped. 
•Attorney-General Le* Peterson suggests new 
legislation will do this. 

The B.C. censor is R. W. MacDonald with 
offices in Vancouver rather than Victoria and 
for the obvious reason that most of the new 
films will show on toe mainland before they 
show here.

Confusion Justified

Dear Dr. Tbosiesaa: Has 

anything new been found icr 
treatment of Paget's disease? 
Tm confused. A doctor told 
me Paget's disease is not 
fatal but that toe complica¬ 
tions are. Please explain. — 
V.C. 

He told you correctly that 
Paget's disease is not fatal. 
Whatever he said after that 
was unfortunate for your 
peace of mind. The way yew 
quote him indicates that 
Paget’s disease is bound to 
turn into something fatal: 
That just is not the case. 

Let’s start at the beginning. 
Paget's disease (toe cause is 
not known) involves a 
sponginess of the bone — x- 
rays of the bone often are 
described as looking "moth- 
eaten.” 

But then more bone is 
deposited, but somewhat in¬ 
discriminately. The new bone,

instead of properly filling in 
the spongy areas, is deposited 
so as to thicken the bones 
where the thickening does no 
good. Or little good. 

It is an important disease 
because it affects a great 
many people, as many as 
about 10 per cent of elderly 
folks, but very seldom any¬ 
one younger than 30. 

Usually there are no early 
symptoms, and it progresses 
very slowly. Often it is 
discovered quite accidentally, 
when x-rays are taken for 
some other purpose. 

As I said, it is not a fatal 


disease, but it can be annoy¬ 
ing, become painful, and be 
disfiguring. Thickening of the 
bones of the skull can cause 
pressure and loss of hearing, 
and the shape of the head 
actually can be altered. So 
can the long bones erf the body 
— arms and legs. 

There is risk of fractures — 
and in that sense it can be 
dangerous, for in an older 
person toe shock of a fracture 
can be serious at times. 

The disease, since it affects 
the bones, also can tiave an 
influence on the bone marrow, 
and bone marrow is important 
to our health. This can put an 
added strain on the system 
and force the heart to work 
harder. 

So in those ways the 
complications of Paget’s di¬ 
sease can become significant 
health factors. They may. Not 
necessarily will.

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Restraint Can End Crisis 


B RITISH COLUMBIA Resources Minister Ray 
Williston has sounded a warning of posslbe 
economic troubks ahead which, if they develop as 
he fears they may, could put a serious strain on 
Premier Bennett's record-breaking budget. 

Disruption of the forest industry, by whatever 
cause, could affect government revenues to the 
point where promised public benefits would have to 
be whittled, he said. 

Mr. Williston said the failure of the industry, 
mainstay of the provincial economy, to recapture 
declining markets in the face of rising production 
costs, could result in the difficulties of which he 
warns. 

But it is obvious that his chief concern is in 
the area of labor-management relations where the 
greatest danger of breakdown is likely to be fouiti. 

Costs are up in the forest industry, unfortu¬ 
nately, and prices are down, and ft is a question of 
how much of labor’s anticipated demands manage¬ 
ment is prepared to absorb which will determine 
the success of the industry in competitive markets. 

The consumer, it is suspected, cannot be asked 
to pay more or B.C. forest products simply will 
not be marketable. 

Mr. Williston did not express any particular 
concern at the announcement by Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau that his government would attempt 
to alow the economy of the richer areas of Canada 


—including B.C. in an effort to check inflation. 
But this must be an alarming prospect for all 
industry as well as the labor force, and no comfort 
whatever to the public generally. 

There are a couple of bright spots in the 
picture, however. The business leaders who met in 
Ottawa this week have indicated they are willing 
to try, at least, to hold the price line. 
Representatives of industry agreed they would 
limit price increases during 1970 if called upon to 
do so by the federal-provincial conference next 
week. 

In general, the formula calls for keeping price 
Increases below cost increases, at the time calling 
upon labor to limit wage demands. 

Dr. John Young, chairman of the federal 
prices and incomes commission which promoted 
the Ottawa conference, will next approach labor in 
the hope of getting an undertaking for co¬ 
operation and compliance to match that of 
business. 

Labor is willing to talk things over with Dr. 
Young, according to Murray Cotterill, who speaks 
for the steelworkers. And cautious as his comment 
was, It encourages the belief that union leaders will 
live up to their responsibility, and that their 
decisions will reflect the national need rather than 
parochial ambition. 

This is a time for restraint, as critical as in the 
years of war. And all sectors must recognize it.

However if the editorial columns of the major 
British national newspapers reflect public opinion 
with any accuracy — despite their diverse political 
leanings — the judge’s action met with the general 
approbation of the citizenry at large though some 
doubts are harbored regarding the severity of the 
sentences passed.

(the Welsh nationalists) deserved what they got. 
Whoever interferes with the course of justice 
threatens law and order as a whole .. 

The Dally Mirror (left-of-centre) writes: 
“(The) demonstrators asked for it. No court and 
no judge can tolerate invasion by a mob. English or 
Welsh.” 

The Times (independent) write*: "There can 
be no excuse and no extenuating circumstances for 
disrupting a court It is because he enforced this 
principle that Mr. Justice Lawton deserves to be 
congratulated not abused. There can be no law 
without order.” 

The Sun (independent) comments: “There is 
room for discussion about where the line should be 
drawn against demonstrators ... But wherever it

merciless beatings of mem¬ 
bers of the public for the 
flimsiest reasons, of driving 
at breakneck speed on the 
highways to the utmost dis¬ 
regard of traffic rules and 
peace and safety of other road 
users." 

The old illusions of puritani¬ 
cal soldiers ending the corrup¬ 
tion of the politicians has 
cracked. As one cynic put It 
in a Nigerian newspaper, 
"You have a chance with 
corrupt agbadas (Nigerian 
traditional dress) but not wife 
corrupt guns." 

Yet, despite this grumbling, 
the soldiers are likely to stay 
for a long time. Nigerian 
officials have no thought of 
returning to the days when 
their country had an army of 
fewer than 10,000 men. 

Any demobilization would 
send thousands of men into 
the streets of towns already 
glutted with the unemployed. 
It also would, deprive the 
economy of significant buying 
power, for each of toe 200,000 
men now make at least $50 a 
month, a respectable wags in 
Nigeria. 

Furthermore, the federal 
military government seems 
reluctant to 


A second problem may 
come from a resurgence of 
hostility among the many 
tribes of Nigeria that united 
to defeat the Ibos. Nigeria is 
a country of 55,000,000 people 
from divisive and different 
tribes that were drawn to¬ 
gether only by the whim of 
colonial boundary-makers. 

The long-robed Moslems of 
toe north, for example, with 
their mud houses, walled 
cities, emirs and calligraphed 
palaces, have nothing in 
common with toe tense, 
aggress Ive, horn-beeping 
frenzy of the southerners in 
Lagos. 

With the task of subduing 
toe Ibos over, the other tribes 
must now compete for power 
and riches. 

Another problem stems 
directly from the war. There 
are too many soldiers. Almost 
all Nigerians, not only Ibos, 
are tired of 200,000 un¬ 
disciplined, poorly trained sol¬ 
diers pushing them around. 

Nigerian Opinion, a maga¬

Bat change la coming at last for this tribe of Indiana 
“legally" not considered Indiana by toe U.8. government. The 
1,800 to 4,000 expatriates Uve In Tucson, Msrsna, Nogales, 
Phoenix and Scottsdale, cities spread throughout Arizona. 

They are Ynqois — primitive refugees who trickled Into 
this country from Mexico beginning In toe late ISSOn and 
continuing through the early 1898s. They came not aa duly 
registered Immigrants. But seeking political asylum. They 
came to escape persecution by toe Mexican government. 

In Mexico, Yeqnts were hunted for more than a century 
aa were wolves. They were feared as cruel, cunning, half- 
ham* na and were bracked down and slnughtered by 
Mexicans. A pair of Yaqni ears or a Yaqni scalp brought a 
bounty of 0180 for many years south of the border. 


“That's why many Yaqnis slipped across ton border Into 
Arizona — making their way to freedom In toe United Staten, 
SS0 miles north of toe eight sacred Yaqni pueblos,” said Mrs. 
Baltasar. 

Mrs. Baltasar, aa nearly all younger Yaqnis in Arizona, in 
an American by birth. But her parents and grandparents 
■ever became American citizens. 

Tucson's Psacua pueblo. In the heart of the city, la 
hidden from public view by large Industrial piaats that 
surround It. Yaqni squatters have lived there since 1910. It la 
a collection of tin, scrap wood and cardboard shacks. No 
indoor toilets, running water, electricity, sidewalks or paved 
streets here. 

Virginia Baltasar Is one of few Yaqnis to graduate from 
high school. Nearly all Yaqnis to this day become dropouts 
before finishing eighth grade. Hie few Yaquis who do hold 
down jobs are garbage coDectors or gardeners. There are no 
Yaqui teachers, doctors, lawyers or merchants. 


Furthermore, toe federal 
military government seems 
reluctant to return power to 
the civilian politicians.

“We have given our word 
that we shall return to the 
barracks, and return to the 
barracks we shall.

He then outlined what 
“things” he had in mind: the 
reconciliation of the Ibos and 
the reconstruction of the 
country. Sorting these out 
may take a long tone. 

The wmr also has intensified 
another problem: the brutal¬ 
ity, callousness and lack of 
trust In Nigerian life 
These qualities are not 
peculiar to Nigeria but are 
found throughout Afrioa. Life 
is simply too harsh and cruel 
and calamity too frequent and 
capricious for a man to worry 
about troubles that happen 
outside his large family circle. 
The competition for the 


meagre joys of life Is too 
tough for him to trust an 
outsider. 

A civil servant In Lagoa, 
who has seen half his brothers 
and sisters die before they 
were five and has inured 
himself to it, can hardly be 
expected to moan and groan 
because thousands of strange 
children are starving and 
dying In conquered Biafra. 

Yet concern and trust are 
vital factors in developing a 
great nation and a great 
economy. Large and efficient 
commerce demands trust. A 
businessman in Lagos must 
be able to feel that he can 
clinch a deal with a business¬ 
man in toe north simply by 
calling him on toe phone. 

Large and efficient govern¬ 
ment demands concern. The 
government of a country as 
large as Nigeria will fail to 
meet the needs of its people if 
a civil servant In Lagos can 
feel no compassion for toe 
woes of other tribesmen in toe 
bush.

Finally, Nigerian leaden 
face toe problem of managing 
their enormous country and 
population with few organiza¬ 
tional skills. 

The war, toe swollen budget 
and army, toe growing 
economy, toe accelerated oil 
production have all made 
great demands on Nigerian 
management and organiza¬ 
tion, and sometimes the sys¬ 
tem has broken down. 

Nigeria Airways, for ex¬ 
ample, once was a model of 
African efficiency and organi¬ 
zation. It has now become 
enmeshed in a morass of 
Incompetancy. The Nigerian 
failure to mount a successful 
relief operation in Biafra after 
toe war is another sign of bad 
organization. 

The problem of organization 
Is compounded by the weak 
position of toe Iboe and toe 
xenophobia of Nigerian lead- 
era. The Ibos were the moat 
efficient Africans in Nigeria, 
and their- current disarray 
deprived Nigeria of an im¬ 
portant source of manage¬ 
ment. 

The xenophobia, if it per¬ 
sists, may shut off a good 
deal of help from foreigners 
with organizational skills. 

The war heightened anti- 
foreign feeling in Nigeria. The 


Nigerians became infuriated 
by foreigners supplying Biafra 
with food, medicine, arms and 
sympathy and by their own 
impotence in trying to stop 
the foreigners. 

The Nigerians also became 
resentful of their dependence 
on outsiders, especially Bri¬ 
tain, to prosecute the war. 

In the long run,,toe anti- 
foreign feeling may be a good 
thing, for it may help Niger¬ 
ians develop tos self-confi¬ 
dence they need to run their 
own country in their own way. 

But, in toe short run, it 
could be dangerous, pulling 
toe organization and manage¬ 
ment of Nigeria into complete 
confusion. 

Nigeria has much to offset 
these problems. There are 
tremendous oil deposits and 
tremendous oil royalties to go 
with them. There is what 
economists call "an economy 
of scale," a country with a 
market large enough to make 
industrial development worth¬ 
while. 

Perhaps more important, 
there is the psychological 
need and desire to keep 
together, now that ao much 
blood has been expended in a 
war for unity. But the prob¬ 
lems are there, insistent and 
dangerous. Nigeria can not 
ignore them.

Indians Ask 


Coroner Edmond Jarre de 
St. Jorre ha* ruled that a 32- 
year-old Victoria man died 
from carbon monoxide poison¬ 
ing on the afternoon of Feb. 1 , 
and the man’* 58-year-old 
father died a few hour* later 
from carbon m o x o x i d e 
poisoning and a heart attack. 

A report on the coroner's 
Inquiry into the two deaths, 
released through the attorney 
general’* department Wednes¬ 
day, also said the son was 
thoughtless and careless and 
the father was impaired by 
alcohol. 

Victims of the double 
tragedy were Gary Robert 
Johnston, 32, of 1060 Paking- 
ton, and Robert Edward John¬ 
ston, 58, of 1184 Eaquimalt 
Road. They died at 1506 
Montgomery, home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Buckle, Jr., 
parents of Gary Johnston's 
wife. 


One of the band’s plans for 
producing revenue has been 
the development of summer 
homes on band property on 
Mayne Island.

"We just don't agree with 
the department's (Indian 
affairs) priorities that say it's 
mare important to pave a 
road in die Interior than to 
put in sewers here,” said 
Chief Philip Paul.

Discontent that has been 
simmering among profession¬ 
al employees of the Canadian 
Forestry Service for the past 
two months over the handling 
of scientific staff cutbacks is 
now openly boiling.

ster Davis as well as local 
Members of Parliament. 

The letter from the Forest 
Research Lab on Rurnside 
Road was mailed Wednesday. 
A spokesman for the Profes¬ 
sional Institute of the Public 
Service of Canada said the 
union was not sponsoring the 
letter* and called them “local 
responses of lab personnel to, 
the situation."

Dr. Patrick is curator and 
founder of the department of 
limnology at the Academy of 
Natural Sciences here.

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Charles Now Really First Peer 

Introduction to Lords Done without Pomp

LONDON — With little pageantry and no pomp, the 
future king of England, Prince Charles, was officially 
“introduced" into the House of Lords Wednesday. 

TTie ceremony completes the presentation of the heir to 
the throne to the nation. He was invested as Prince of Wales 
last July and reached his age of majority, 21 for the 
monarchy, In November. He is now in all respects first peer 
of tiie realm. 

After his introduction, in scarlet robes with ermine bars 
and gold fringe, the prince changed to a dark blue business 
suit and took a seat on the “cross benches” which, in keeping 
with monarchlal neutrality, signifies no political allegiance. 

Neither his mother, Queen Elizabeth, nor his father were 
present for the 10-mtoute ceremony in which his “patent of 
crea tion” as Prince of Wales and his "writ of summons” 
from his mother to attend the session were read. 

His sister, Princess Anne, and his aunt. Princess 
Margaret, watched from the Royal Gallery, however, and his

grand-uncle. Lord Mountbatten, sat with him on the red- 
leather cross bench afterwards. 

It was conventional suits—with an occasional warm 
cardigan underneath—for the peers and judges, simple 
surplices for the bishops and sensible dresses for the ladies, 
all in keeping with the prince’s “buslness-as-usual" wish for 
the day. 

Only the princely procession was ceremonially attired. It 
was led by the Gentleman Usher of foe Black Rod carrying a 
black rod, followed by the Garter Principle King of Arms in 
quartered silk tabard embroidered with foe royal arms, then 
several lords of the household with white rods, great officers 
of state and the prince's investiture coronet borne on a 
crimson velvet cushion. 

Charles followed, lanky and fresh-cheeked in scarlet 
duke’s robes hung with the chivalrous Order of the Gartar, to 
hear his numerous titles read out—" .. - Baron of Renfrew, 
Lord of foe Isles . . and to take his oath of allegianca to 
the Queen and sign the roll. _

(During the recent Oak Bay 
municipal elections, it was 
suggested that Bowker Creek 
be covered over. The Oak Bay 
council has considered "flush¬ 
ing” the stream during the 
hot summer months to help 
abate the offensive odors it 
gives off.) 

The record of the “city of 
gardens” in dealing with 
small streams has been very 
poor, he said. 

“Victoria is one of the worst 
examples of all. I’m sure the 
same thing is happening on 
the mainland, but I don't 
know of any instances.” 

Legislation to protect the 
streams has also been slow in 
coming. 


"There may be some feeling 
for this In Ontario now," Dr. 
Ebel said. “Hie best case that 
l know of is the 1968 
Tennessee Scenic Rivers Bill, 
which is the first legislation of 
its kind In the United States.” 

The bill divides waterways 
Into three classes—wilderness, 
pastoral and developed—and 
restricts building to certain 
minimal distances from the 
streams. There are also re¬ 
strictions on road building or 
any type of development that 
would detract from their 
healthy condition. 

Dr. Ebell said the blit can 
still be interpreted as allowing 
developers "a free hand," but 
It will help In some Instances. 

"I was brought up in 
Saskatchewan where we 
really appreciated our water. 
People in Victoria must 
realize there is more than the 
sea itself.” 


"It would have much more 
value than that of simply a 
watercourse; it would be a 
local park.” 

Dr. Ebell said responsibility 
for protecting Craigflower 
Creek must rest with the 
p r ovincial government be¬ 
cause of the fact View Royal 
is in unorganized territory. 

“The responsibility for pro¬ 
tecting the streams should 
rest with the individual 
municipalities, with assistance 
from the provincial govern¬ 
ment,” he said, “but in this 
case, it certainly lies with the 
provincial government. 


Bowker Creek: final stage pollution 


By DIANE JANOW8KI 

Unless steps are taken to 
ensure that an adequate 
buffer zone of natural cover Is 
left for its protection, Craig¬ 
flower Creek in View Royal 
will suffer the same fate as 
Bowker Creek in Oak Bay, a 
Victoria tree physiologist 
says. 

“The health of that stream 
Ss very vital to the Gorge 
waterway," said Dr. Lome 
Ebell of the federal forest 
research laboratory, "b u t 
there Is a subdivision already 
marked out with the lots for 
sale where the property lines 
extend to the centre of the 
creek. 

"Under its rural condition, 
this did not affect the stream, 
but any new lot owner is 
entitled to do what he wants 
— cut down the trees, expose 
the soil. Protection is just not 
assured.” 

Natural Cover 

Dr. Ebell 1 said a natural 
cover of trees extending about 
100 feet on either side of the 
creek would be required to 


protect the quality of the 
stream. 

“The trees act as a filter 
(for sunlight) and their roots 
slow down the runoff so the 
soil under a tree cover will be 
more porous,” he said. 

There would be many con¬ 
sequences from the loss of the 
natural cover. These include; 

• Higher water tempera¬ 
tures harming spawning 
salmon. 

• Growth of algae and 
other water weeds. 

• Increased siltation 
flowing into the Gorge. 

• Loss of esthetic and 
recreational values of having 
flowing stream. 

l lf Trees Go * 

"If the trees go,” the 
scientist said, “the stream 
will lose its shade and water 
temperature will rise. Under 
low water-hot weather condi¬ 
tions, this could be lethal to 
salmon fry.” -- 

Dr. Ebell said several hun¬ 
dred coho spawn In Craig¬ 
flower Creek each year so 


thousands of migrant salmon 
could be affected. 

Siltation will Increase 
greatly once the natural cover 
is removed. 

“There Is a great deal of 
ailtation in the Colquitz now, 
whereas the 1 Craigflower is 
■till running quite clear. The 
water Is rather brown, but 
that's because a lot is swamp 
water — there’s very little 
suspended material In it." 

Nutrient Level 

In addition to its shallowing 
effect on the Gorge, excessive 
siltation will give it a "dirty” 
look as the material is 
suspended for quite some 
time. 

The matter of nutrient 
levels in the stream is another 
reason for serious concern. 
Dr. Ebell said. 

"This development will have 
septic tanks and the soil 
conditions In this area are 
only borderline for this sort of 
system, so it can be expected 
that some vill leak into the 
creek. 

"There are non-functioning 
septic tanks along the stream 


now, but the development has 
not been very intensive so far, 
so this has not done too much 
harm yet. This naw develop¬ 
ment is the first major threat 
to the stream,” he said. 

“When excessive sunlight 
and nutrient levels rise, as 
they’re bound to, it can 
become clogged with algae 
and oiher water weeds — an 
exposed stream just like the 
Colquitz is in places with all 
the grass oover and water 
weeds. 

"It will just destroy the 
stream for s a 1 m o □ -p r u- 
duclng.” 

The most important effect 
in the long run, however, 
might be the effect the 
stream’s destruction will have 
on esthetics and recreation. 

Of Wild Land 

If one could see from the 
air or just driving past, a 200- 
foot wide strip of trees and 
natural conditions in an urban 
environment, it would certain¬ 
ly increase the quality of our 
city," Dr. Ebell said. 

“It's of value to the young¬ 
sters, too, having a strip of 
wild land along running water.

“The developer can't be 
expected to do it because, in 
most cases, he can’t afford to 
simply hold the land without 
building on it. We need 
conservation funds to com¬ 
pensate the owners for lost 
remuneration." 

Dr. Ebell said the money 
for such a fund might be 
raised by a two-mill levy, 
such as that for parks de- 
. or by the income 


from a lrper-cent increase in 
the sales tax. 

"The problem Is that these 
small streams have been 
regarded as insignificant for 
so long,” he said. "It almost 
seems as if something has to 
happen before anything is 
done.”

Snow Drop is a email-flowered 
a now white, slightly ruffled, and opening 
up to seven florets at one time. 

From Finland comes a new rasp¬ 
berry called Anelma, very hardy and 
said to be virus-free, which Is a rare 
thing in raspberries today. The canes 
grow from 24 to 38 inches tall and the 
berries are red, firm, and very high In 
sugar content. 

The big news in tomatoes this year 
is Small Fry, a hyhrld cherry tomato 
which has already won the coveted 
Silver Medal in the All-America trials. 
The plant is resistant to many of our 
more common tomato diseases, growing 
to about 30 inches tall. The fruits are an 
inch in diameter, cherry red In color 
and ripening considerably earlier than 
ordinary cherry tomatoes. 

One reason for the new popularity of 
the little bite-sized tomatoes is because 
they are served whole in salads. Sliced 
or cut tomatoes should never enter a 
salad bowl, as the Juices maka the 
salad soggy and sloppy. 


Carmen is a bright mahogany red 
with a golden yfellow centre and a fine 
gold edge to the petals. Del Sol is deep 
yellow with dark red blotches, Fiesta is 
deep crimson with yellow-edged petals, 
while Picador is gold with maroon 
markings. 

I have mentioned before the search 
that goes on for a white marigold, and 
the $10,000 award offered by the Burpee 
people in California for seeds which will 
produce the long-sought pure white 
marigold.

Award. This marigold cornea Into bloom 
much earlier than most varieties, quick 
and easy to grow from seed, making 
plants about a foot tall and covered 
with a prodigious number of two-inch 
flowers in very dark red and gold. 

Redcoat Is a petite French marigold 
standing eight inches tali and bearing 
two-indh double flowers in a rich 
mahogany shade. Gypsy Dancer it 
taller — about 15 inches — bearing 
blcolored flowers, the outer petals 
deep red edged In gold and a centre of 
brilliant orange. 

Another series of French marigolds 
has been especially bred for use as 
edging plants — to provide a gay border 
of ccntimiting color around a bed of 
taller flowers. These little fellow* stand 
only six inches high and are available 
in a good choice of cotort.

Rushing to the telephone at midnight to ad lib hurried 
descriptions in barely-successful races against deadlines left 
much unsaid about the Pacific Coast Curling Association men's 
playoff at the Duncan Curling Club and the provincial final 
which followed. It was as good a curling show as has been seen 
in these parts, at least since the 1958 Canadian championship in 
Victoria, and it was doubly successful In that British Columbia 
will be represented by its best rink In the 1970 argument for toe 
Brier Tankard.

Dagg’s rink seldom varied from the quiet weight which 
allowed its powerful sweepers to direct the shot for a roll, get 
it by a guard for a tap-back or find a corner far a chip and 
make it easy to cut down for eye-popping consistency on 
delicate draw shots. The result was precision curling which left 
watchers admiring but discouraged. 

It had somewhat the same effect on opponents, all of them 
good enough to win should Dagg’s rink have a let-down and one 
or two of them good enough to handle anything but Dagg’s best. 
The admiration was a post-game thing, toe discouragement 
coming as the relentless shot-making built doubt-producing 
pressure, which was there to varying degrees before the first 
rock was thrown. Dagg's opponents didn't believe they could 
get a lead which would be more than slightly reassuring and 
they were convinced that dropping behind was almost certain 
to be fatal. And toe feeling grew with every shot.

Coroner Edmond Jorre de 
St. Jorre has ruled that a 32- 
year-old Victoria man died 
from carbon monoxide poison¬ 
ing on the afternoon of Feb. 1, 
and the man’s 58-year-old 
father died a few hours later 
from carbon m o x o x i d e 
poisoning and a heart attack. 

A report on the coroper's 
inquiry into the two deaths, 
released through the attorney 
general's department Wednes¬ 
day, also said the son was 
thoughtless and careless and 
the father was impaired by 
alcohol. 

Victims of the double 
tragedy were Gary Robert 
Johnston, 32, of 1060 Paking- 
ton, and Robert Edward John¬ 
ston, 58, of 1184 Esquimalt 
Road.

Discontent that has been 
simmering among profession¬ 
al employees of the Canadian 
Forestry Service for the past 
two months over the handling 
of scientific staff cutbacks is 
now openly boiling. 

Letters of protest, express¬ 
ing dissatisfaction with the 
handling of the cutbacks and 
concern for future job 
security, have been signed by 
professional staff memhers in 
centres across the country 
and sent to Prime Minister 
Trudeau and Forestry Mini¬ 
ster Davis as well as local 
Members of Parliament. 

The letter from the Forest 
Research Lab on Burnside 
Road was mailed Wednesday. 
A spokesman for the Profes¬ 
sional Institute of the Public 
Service of Canada said the 
union was not sponsoring the 
letters and called them "local 
responses of lab personnel to 
the situation,” 


The report said Robert 
Johnston "died an accidental 
death induced by a combina- 
t i o n of carbon-monoxide 
poisoning and a heart attack. 
The deceased’s substantial 
impairment of his faculties by 
alcohol . . . might have 
affected his judgment some¬ 
what.” 

The coroner said the father 
“apparently had a bad heart” 
and may have run upstairs in 
search of a telephone. This 
combined with the fumes, 
excitement and shock led to 
the collapse and death. 


Four alarm signals sent 
Victoria firemen to the 
recently-opened Eric Martin 
Institute, near Royal Jubilee 
Hospital, once Tuesday and 
three times Wednesday — but 
Fire Chief Eric Simmons said 
it's a mechanical problem. 

He said officials of the 
institute have run into prob¬ 
lems with one of the sensitive 
devices in the building's firs 
alarm system and are con¬ 
tinuing to work on it. The 
devices trigger an alarm 
when they reach a certain 
temperature.
